land, viz. 1 6. or 1016. that at Colchefter being 

in the Year 1090. See Thilofoph. Tran fa 61 . N° - x66. 
The Carving is very fair, the Letter 93 and Figures 
projedt out above a quarter of an Inch. The whole 
Chimney-piece is of Englijh Oak Plank, and is now 
very firm, though 718 Years old, and was never 
painted over } it is 4 Feet 3 j Inches long ; the Part 
under the 16 was broken off in taking it down in 
Augufi, 1733, when the Houle was on fire. * * *
